U-2 pilot Francis Gary Powers 
and his family ‘held a tearful 
reunion immediately after he 
was found guilty of espionage 
and sentenced today. 

After the verdict was an. 
nounced in the courtroom, 
Powers’ wife Barbara, his 
sister Jessica and his parents 
were led into a room behind 
the stage for the reunion, 
Powers and this family were 
with emotion and 
wept. 

It was the first time Powers 
had talked with any member 
of his family since he left on 
his mission over Russia and 
was shot down May 1. 

Witnesses described the re- 
union between Powers and his 
family as-aheart-tugging one, 
Powers’ interpreter came out 
of the room wiping tears from 
his eyes. : : 

Then a Soviet .cameraman 
came out and said: 

“T could not stand the scene 
any longer. _I.-would have 
broken down myself.” 

Mikhail Griniov, Powers’ de- 
fence attorney, accompanied 
the convicted flier into the rear 
afterward, 

When the reporters asked 
Griniov what he thought of the 
sentence, he said: “I thirk it 
is a very good and very just 
sentence.” 

A spokesman for the Powers 
family said the sentence “was
